FROM THE JUROR'S REPORT, 

The articles exhibited under, this head are, as might 
bci expected, ahnost entirely British manufiacture, the 
sport of angling being but little pursued in other 
countries, and nowhere with the same study and scien- 
tific skill as in the United Kingdom. 

Probably there is no other country in which the 
manufacture of Fishing Tackle constitutes a trade in 
kself, certainly none in which so much money is annu- 
ally spent upon the implements which it produces. 
The British Exhibitors are twenty-five in number. The 
merits of many of their articles, especially of the Rods» 
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gckM acft Ibe canq)lete3y tested ^vithin tiie limks of the 
l^sdnbMoii. Hie most vakiaible properties of a Rod 
conastii^ m the borough seasoning of the wood, its 
capaHKties to resist weather and wear without waipmg 
or twisting, und its Tetention of an trvtm. spring and 
p&tbility tmder constant use, which can be ascertained 
onfy afto prolOTiged trial— a test which h has not been 
ixk A» power of the Jurors to apply. The same may 
to a great extent be s^ df Lines, Artificial Flies, and 
Baits, the durability of which, one of their most valu- 
able and rarest merits, must be proved by experience. 
The articles exhibited may all claim much credit for 
execution and high finish. In this respect the only 
distinction between these works a^ears to be in the 
aoaeunt ^id character of the ornaments attadied to it; 
iHit it should be observed that a pro&se expendittine 
«f «lveiafi$ and gilding in ^e metal work of a Fishing 
fied, the application of precious stooes to ib& teels 
41^ joints, ^e inlaying of the butts with ivory and 
s»e voodsy smd the use of velvet or silk embossed 
amd git an the place of lealter or oth^ more appro- 
pczate materials;, of i^^ich die books and cases lor con« 
tamoig fishing tackle are more usually and properly 
made, cannot be considered as inqxnovements of tiie 
aitftde ia questicoi. 

Litde and Co., 174, page 800, exhibit some impro?e- 
jacats which combine practical utility with exc-ellent 
woiianan^ip. A Multiplying Reel, in which, by an 
ii^jenious arrangement of the cog wheels, the teeth of 
tbe dnvix^ wheel beii^ internal, the fasmdle of the 
Heel zetams its place in the centre, instead of beiisg 
&ed, as is usus^Uy the case in Multiplyii^ Reek, at 
the edge of the side jdate, thereby beir^ more con- 
i«»uent to wind, and less liable to entangle the loose 
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line. Also an application of Sliding Rings to the outer 
ferrules of the joints of Rods, which are slightly split, 
and by the pressure of the rings made to grip the in- 
serted joint more closely, whilst the inconvenience of 
the joints becoming fixed when swollen by wet is ob- 
viated. Also a mode of forming and fixing the ferrules 
on the joints, whereby the sudden transition from pliant 
wood to stiff metal, which renders a rod when strained 
apt to give way in those parts, is in a great measure 
avoided.

"174. — ^A perpendicular case in the form, on a large 
scale, of our well-known eight-day clock cases, its front 
and sides being of plate glass, and contains a large 
collection of rods, winches, flies, and other tackle, by G. 
Little and Co., of Fetter Lane, Rod and Tackle Makers 
to their Royal Highnesses Prince Albert and the Prince 
of Wales. This contains two very splendid Rods with 
bored ivory butts, and with pure gold and silver fittings. 
The Rod, a boat one, vnth. gold fittings, is ornamented 
with the arms of the Prince of Wales, and is destined 
for his Royal Highness; that with the silver fittings is 
a trouting fly rod, decorated with the arms of Prince 
Albert, and intended for his Royal Highness. We hope 
that these beautifiil Rods will hereafter change hands, 
that the Prince of Wales, who must become a fly fisher 
for trout, and then for salmon, will present to the Princess 
Royal the charming boat rod, and that the princely 
father will give to the heir to the throne the fly rod. 
There is another costly rod, intended, we believe, as 
a present to the next Lady Mayoress. Nothing can 
exceed the finish of these rods, and we have no doubt 
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of the goodness of their material and of balance;, as 
the manufacturer of them is a practical workman, having, 
what few exhibitors of tackle can say, been apprenticed 
to the trade. 

"The Winches we know to be good, for they are 
made on a new and improved principle, which we have 
tested. At the bottom of the case are a few good 
killing salmon flies, dressed after the patterns from the 
"Book of the Salmon." Outside this case is a Salmon 
Rod, twenty feet in length, in two pieces, spliced in 
the middle, which, if we lived on the banks of the 
Shannon, Tay, Tweed, or Spey, we should prefer to 
any rod in the Exhibition."

"No. 174. — Little and Co., Fetter Lane, send a splendid 
collection of Rods, three of which are remarkable for 
their exquisite make, great beauty, and of choice material, 
and although tastefully decorated, such decoration is 
made wholly subservient to their utility. The first, a 
punt or roach rod, is of Spanish white cane, as straight 
and true as possible; the butt is of hollow ivory, with 
gold mountings bearing the Prince of Wales's plume 
in frosted silver; the knob is of pearl, the ferrules are 
gold, and their stoppers are thistles carved in ivory, 
ornamented with the rose and shamrock; the tops are 
of North Carolina cane, of exquisite taper, and hollow 
within an inch or so of the extreme end. This rod is 
ten feet in length. The second is a fly rod of five 
joints; it bears the arms of H.R.H. Prince Albert, and 
differs from the other in finish only, the mountings 
being in silver, relieved in gold, and the stoppers being 
of pearl. The third is equally deserving of notice for 
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its higli ifush; it is intended fcnr the late Lady Mayoress^ 
These three rods, moreover, present a novelty in their 
femtleSy vihidi are so pierced as to rdieve, by a partial 
yielding of their parts, that sudden check and stress 
upon the wood, which we adverted to as an objection 
tofermks in general This ferrule has another advan* 
tenff^ for it tan be readily adjusted to the woodwork widi> 
tmk tm^ng4own or rather rabitting on^ or in any other 
way weakening or removing the enamel or hard por- 
^om ci the cane at a part where strcaigth is most re- 
quired. The plain rods exhibited by Mn Little are 
well caloilated to sustain his reputation as tackle-maker 
to the Court, and there can be but little doubt that his 
constant introductions of really useful auxiliaries arises 
from his practical knowledge of the gentle craft. To 
one or two other rods we noticed another kind of fer- 
Kile, which prevents the joints when damp from sticking 
in their sockets. We likewise were permitted to examine 
a salmon rod, on to which were screwed a new set of 
zingsi, which are large enough to permit even knots 
sand entsmglements to pass through, yet lying down 
dose to the rod when out of use and packed away. 
In this case are the only novelties in Winches, of which 
there are several of a new construction. There is one 
which will take up an immense amount c^ line with 
the utmost rapidity — ^no slight consideration when a 
hooked salmon is making towards you. Another winch 
has the handle contrived to prevent the line becoming 
fastened between it and the body of the winch — a. source 
<^ considerable vexation when trolling, &c.^

THE GRAYLING. 



The Grayling is one of the scarcest as well as one d 
the handsomest of our Fresh-water Fish. There are 
very few rivers in England that produce this fish— the 
Test, Avon, Dove, and Wye are among the number; 
but Hie Clune and Teme are considered the best 

The Grayling spawns in April, but \s not in good 
season tin the latter end of October or November, 
though they may be taken nearly all the year, either 
with the Fly or at bottom. We should recommend in 
Fly Fishing, to use the finest Gut Bottom, or a single 
hair, and any small Dun Fly, eithttr Blue or Yellow 
bodied, remembering the Angler's maxim, to "Fish 
fine and far off." In float Fishing a very light Float 
should be used, carrying two or three shot,, and your 
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depth six inches from the bottom. Very fine Gut must 
be used, but single Hair is always preferable, and 
Baiting with Gentles. 




THE TROUT. 



The Trout, in our estimation, stands next to the 
Grayling for beauty, as well as for his game qualities, 
and the sport he affords the Angler in his capture. 

The principal, and by far the most Sportsmanlike 
mode of taking this beautiful fish is by the Fly; and, 
as wp consider Worm fishing indifferent sport, we shall 
only give humble Instructions as to Fly Fishing. 

The Fly Rod should be made either in three or four 
joints of the best seasoned wood, and brought to so 
just a taper that if held out straight it would not be 
brought down more than two inches out of the level. 

The casting line should be plaited or twisted Silk 
and Hair; the gut bottom of three yards length of the 
finest Gut. The Flies are too numerous for me to 
mention here, but we have generally found that Palmers, 
Black, Red, Yellow, and Blue Dun, the Coachman, 
Wren-tail, Cow-dung, and the Hazel Fly are very good 
Flies, and will take Fish throughout the season. 




THE PBRCH. 



The Perch is only second to the Pike in voracity, 
and is found in nearly all ponds, rivers, and lakes; 
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they are very bold fish, and as they bite very freely it 
is a great favourite with all young anglers. They may 
be taken by nearly every bait that is used in fishing. 
Your Rod should be either Bamboo or Hickory, pro- 
perly ringed, of about fifteen feet in length; a winch 
and running line should be used, as a large fish is very 
strong, and if but slightly hooked will break away ]f 
not properly managed. For Bait use either Red or 
Marsh Worms, but the best you can use is a live 
Minnow, hooked through the lip, using No. 3 hook. 




THE CARP. 

The Carp, sumamed the "Water Fox" from its ex*- 
treme cunning, and consequent difficulty in effecting its 
capture, is very generally found in ponds and slow deep 
rivers, often attaining an immense weight. Small Carp 
of from one to two pounds will show good sport, and 
you cannot be too early or too late Fishing for them. 
A long Rod of eighteen or nineteen feet should be 
used, and the Angler should keep out of sight as much 
as possible; and if he is in expectation of taking any 
large Fish, a Winch and Running Line should be used. 
The best Bait is a small red worm or paste, and 
observe never to strike till you see the float begin to 
move off sideways. The best months are April, May, 
and June. 




THE TENCH. 

The Tench and Carp are similar in their habits, being 
found in ponds in great quantities, but very unusual in 
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tivBTB. They seldom if ever exceed five pounds weighty 
thoQgh it has beein stated that one of ele\'en pounds 
was taken. The same Rod and Bait may be used for 
Tench as in Carp Fishing. Your bait in river fishing 
^undd drag the ground, but in pond fishing it should 
Im an Inch from the bottom, as nearly as yon cftA 
fuess. 




The Roach is a liandscone Fish, and in season from 
July till April; October and November are considered 
the best Months. They are found in the Autumn 
Months principally in the deeps, but in April and May 
sa» on the shallows and among the weeds^ For this 
Fidiing your Rod should be of White Cane eighteen or 
twenty feet long, \ntii a drawn gut line, Na lo Hook^ 
and bait with Gendes or Paste; your Bait should be 
quarter of an inch from the bottom. The instant a 
bite is perceptible, strike quickly. The Taper Quill 
Float is adapted to this Fishing more than any odier, 
and we should recommend no other to be used^ sls they 
can bt had to suit «dl waters* 




The Dace n£fordft exc^ent sport both to the Bottom 
and Fly Fisher; they may be taken at Bottom in the 
Sfning and Autumn Months, and may be Wished for 
in Ute same manner »s Roach, and with tbe same Rod 
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and Tackle. la the Summer Months they rise w«n ait 
an Artificial Fljr, and a great many may be taken ia 
a day's fishing. Your Fly Rod should be projportioned 
to the width of the Stream you Fish. i% a^ a broa^ 
Stream will require a bnger Rod thaa a naflrov 
Stream; the Fly Line and Gut Bottom, the S3«ie a? 
used in Trout Fishing, but being a much (juicker Fi3^ 
than Trout, you must strike on the instaiat you see a 
rise. The Red Palmer, with Gold twist, the Hous^ 
Fly, and Red Spinner, are among the best Flies for 
this Fish. 



TUB CHUB. 



The Chub, though in very little esthnation for the 
Table> will afford both the Fly and the Bottom Fisher 
excellent sport It is a very sly Fish, and great caution 
should be used in approaching the Water to keep out 
of sight When you have hooked a Fish, let run before 
you attempt to turn him; theL first rush of the Fish over, 
with proper caution, he is your own. In Bottom Fishing 
use a Rod eighteen or twenty feet long. The Rod used 
for Roach will do for Chub];, a running line is almost 
indispensable^ 




THB BARBBL. 



The Barbel is a very handsome Fish, but of vwy 
little value for the Tafc4e, its fiesh being very fu^ of 
small bones, but yet it is much prized by Fish^aofijo^ 
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as affording great sport irt killing him, being very strong^ 
and when hooked very impetuous. Strong but fine 
Tackle should be used. The Rod used should be of 
Cane or Hickory, of sixteen or eighteen feet long, but 
if Fishing from a Punt a much shorter one will be re- 
quired. Bait with Marsh Worms, Slugs, Greaves, or 
Gentles, on No. 7 or 8 Hooks. The haunts of the 
Barbel are the deepest part of the Rivers, Weirs, and 
old Bridges, &c. 




TUB BRBAM. 



The Bream is of but little or no value for the table,, 
is sought by the Angler merely for sport, as you may 
take twenty or thirty pounds weight in a day's Fishing. 
The Bream is best in season in April. The Rod used 
should be of the same sort as that used for Roach; 
using running tackle ; baiting with red worms or paste. 
There are a great many Bream in the Wey, at Wey- 
bridge, and the fishing is quite free. 




THR GUDGEON. 



The Gudgeon is" a small but beautifully flavoured Fish,, 
and firom its freedom in taking a bait is much sought 
after. There are immense quantities of Gudgeon in 
the Thames, and as many as twenty dozen have been 
Caught in a day. Use a light Rod; that used for Roach 
Fishing is by far the best adapted for this purpose; a 
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single Hair Line, with No. lo or ii Hook, baited with 
a small Red Worm : two Hooks may be used with suc- 
cess. The largest of this Fish is excellent bait for 
Jack, and the smaller for Perch. 



The Eel is but veiy seldom Angled for with a Rod, 
for there are many ways of taking them. The first, 
and, as we consider, the best method of taking the large 
ones is Sniggling; the second by Bobbing with a large 
bunch of Worms, threaded each separately on Worsted, 
and looped together, letting it sink to the bottom, and 
when you feel a bite, draw it quickly up; the third is 
by Night Lines, baiting with Gudgeon, Worms, &c., 
which is the most successful of all, as the largest and 
best Fish feed in the Night. Kill your Fish directly 
you have landed it, or he will so entangle your Line 
as to render it useless. 



The Jack or Pike is the boldest, most voracious, and 
destructive of our Fresh Water Fish, but it affords very 
great diversion to the Angler. They spawn in April, 
and are again in capital season in October, though I 
consider that the best month in the Year is February, 
when the weeds are rotten by Frost, Floods, &c We 
should recommend a Rod of twelve or thirteen feet in 
length, with spare Tops for Spiiming or Trolling. 

There are many ways of taking this Fish, but we will 
not insult our Readers by naming any but the most 
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SportSBQ^sIike moctet of Fishii^. Firsts ia s^anno^ 
either Dace «ff Gud^eoia may be used, but tbe GudgjeQa 
being rousdesfc spins best; a set of three, tre^e Hooks 
should be used, with oi^ for a Lip Hook, making ma^

POWER OF THE RIVER-KEEPERS.

unwholesome, or unseasonable fish ; and also all unlawful 
nets, engines, and instruments for taking or destroying fish 
as shall then be in any such boat, vessel, or craft in and 
upon the river, and to take and seize on the shore or 
shores adjoining to the said river, all such spawn, fish, and 
also all unlawful nets, engines, and instruments, for taking 
and destroying fish as shall there be found." 



ABOLITION OF NETTING. 
" Be it ordered and established, That the i6th item of 
the Rules, Orders, and Ordinances for the Fisheries in 
Thames and Medway, made on the 4th day of October, 
1785, be repealed, and that henceforth no person shall 
use any net for the purpose of catching Fish in the River 
Thames, between Richmond Bridge and the " City Stone" 
at Staines, except a small net for the purpose of taking 
bait only, of the following dimensions, namely, not exceed- 
ing 13 feet in circumference, and an angler's landing net, 
under penalty to forfeit and pay ;^5 for every such 
offence." — The Seal of the Conservators of the River 
Thames was this 23rd day of January, i860, affixed by 
order.

FRESH WATER FISHERIES ACT, 1878. 
(41 and 42 Vict. cap. 39). 

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the above Act, . it is 
illegal — 

I. To fish for, catch, or attempt to catch or kill, 
trout or char during the close season between 2nd 
October and ist February following, or during any- 
close season which by Bye-law may be substituted for 
the same. 

NOTE. — It is already ill^al to buy, sell, or expose for 
sale, or have in possession for sale, trout or char be-, 
tween 2nd October and ist February following (36 
and 37 Vict., c 71, s. 20). 
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II. To use, or have in possession with the intention 
of using, any light, otter, lath, jack, snare, wire, spear, 
gaff, strokehall, snatch, or other like instrument for 
the purpose of catching or killing trout or char. 

III. To use any fish roe in fishing for trout or char; 
or to buy, sell, or expose for sale, or have in posses- 
sion for sale, any trout roe or char roe. 

IV. To fish for, catch, or attempt to catch or kill 
any "fresh water fish'* between 15th March and 15th 
June, both inclusive. ("Fresh water fish" include all 
fresh water non-migratory fish other than pollan, trout, 
and char). 

NOTE. — This prohibition does not apply to — 

a. Any owner of a several fishery where trout, char, or 
grayling are specially preserved, destrojring within such 
fishery any "fresh water fish" other than grayling. 

J. Any person angling in private waters with the leave of 
the owner of such waters. 

c. Any person angling in public waters with the leave of 
the Local Board of Conservators. 

d.Any person taking "firesh water fish" for scientific pur- 
poses, or for bait. 

/.Any district or part of a district specially exempted by 
a Local Board of Conservators with the approval of 
the Secretary of State. 

V. To buy, sell, expose for sale, or have in posses- 
sion for sale, any "fresh water fish,** as above defined, 
between 15th March and 15th June, both inclusive. 

VI. To use any dynamite or other explosive sub- 
stance for catching or destroying fish. 



N,B, — The first four of these provisions do not apply 
to the Counties of Norfolk and Suffolk^ which are placed 
under a separate Act (40 and 41 Vict., c. g8).
